WThat He doth very earneſtly deſire, That they will uſe all poſſible induſtrie, 
in expediting the bulineſle of Ireland, in which they ſhall finde ſo cheerfull a Con⸗ 
currence by His Maieſty., that no inconventente ſhall happen to that Service by His ab- 
fence, He having all that Paſſion foꝛ the reduting of that Kinghom, Which de hath erprel⸗ 
fed in his foumer Meſſages , and being Uuttadle by woꝛds to manifeſt moꝛe affection to it 
then He hath endeavoured to do bythole Mellages (having likewiſe done all luch Acts as 
He hath been moved unto by His Parliament) therefoze, ik the miſfoztunes and Calamities 
of His 1292 zaoteſtant Subiects there ſhall grow upon them (though his Maieſty ſhall be 
Deeply rote” in, and ſenſible of their ſulfirings) He (ſhall waſh his hands betoze all the 
Woꝛlb from t0 iralt imputation of flackneſſein that molt neceffary and pious Woꝛu. 

And that His Wwateſtic may leave no wapimnattempted, which may beget a god under⸗ 
ftanding between Him and his Parliament, te thinks it neceſſary to Declare, That as he 
hath bien ſo tender ofthe pꝛwiledges of Parlament, that ye hath been ready and fozward to 
retratt any Act of his own, which he hath beet infozmed hath Trencht upon their j>21viled- 
ges, lo he expects an equall tenderneſſe in then of his haeſties known and unqueſtionable 
P2iviledges. which are the pꝛibiledges ol the ingdome amongſt which he is aſlured it is 
a fundamentall One, That his Subviects cennot be Obliged to Dbey any Act, Oꝛder, oz 
Intunction, to which his Maieſty hath not given his conſent: And therefoze Be thinks it 


neceſſary to publiſh, that he — and herby Requires Obedience from all His loving 
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Subiects to the Laws eftabliſhed, and thatthey pꝛelume not upon any pꝛetence of Order, 


o D2dinance to which Vis Maieſty is no Partie) concerning the Militia, oꝛ any other 
thing, to do oꝛ execute what is not warrantedby thoſe Laws, his Waieſty being reſolved 
to keep the Laws himſelfe, and to require Obedience to them from all his Subiects.

Begall and iuſt Authoꝛity aud ſetling his Revenue; Dis Mateſty being moſt deſirous to 
take allfittingand inſt wayes which may btget a happie — bet wen him and 
bis Parliament, in which he conceives his greateſt power and riches conliſt. 
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
